Your Optimus TV/FM Indoor Antenna is perfect for im- 
proving your TV’s VHF and UHF reception, or your stereo 
receiver’s FM reception. You can piace the antenna on 
your TV set or mount it on a waii.

Duai UHF Loop Antenna — rotates and pivots 90 de- 
grees for the best possibie reception.

Non-Siip Rubber Feet — keep the antenna in piace on 
top of the TV set or other fiat surface. 

INSTALLATION 

1. Piace the antenna on or near your TV set or FM 
receiver. 

2. Connect the antenna’s biack VHF twin-iead cabie to 
your TV’s 300-ohm VHF terminais. 

Note: If your TV or receiver has an F-connector for 
VHF, use a matching transformer, such as 
RadioShack Cat. No. 15-1253, to connect the

antenna’s VHF cabie. Connect the antenna’s goid 
UHF twin-iead cabie to your TV’s UHF terminais. 

Mounting the Antenna on a Wall 

Your antenna comes with a bracket and two screws for 
mounting the antenna on a waii. 

Note: The suppiied screws are suitabie for mounting the 
antenna on wood or sheet-metai surfaces. If you mount 
the antenna on sheet-rock or other soft material, we rec- 
ommend that you use molly bolts (not supplied) to secure 
the mounting bracket. 
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1. Select a convenient location for the antenna that is 
near the TV set or FM receiver. Then use the mount- 
ing bracket as a template to mark the two mounting 
holes. 

2. Use a Phillips screwdriver to thread the supplied 
mounting screws into the marked locations until the 
screws extend about 3 mm from the mounting sur- 
face. 

3. Hang the mounting bracket on the screws with the 
hooks pointing upward, then tighten the screws to 
secure the mounting bracket. 


4. Align the antenna base’s three mounting slots with 
the mounting bracket’s three hooks, then push the 
I base downward to secure it.Pivot the antenna 

assembly on its base to an angle that allows free 
movement for the UHF loop antenna. 
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USING THE ANTENNA 


For VHF TV Channels 2-13 and FM radio, fully extend 
the telescoping elements and move them to an angle that 
produces the best reception. 

Hint: In weak signal areas, you might improve reception 

of VHF Channels 7-13 and FM radio by retracting the illustration 

telescoping elements slightly. For UHF TV Channels 14- 
69, rotate the fine-tune control and rotate and pivot the 
UHF loop antenna for the best reception.
